Keeping 
the 
sharks 
at bay 



NO one needs telling 
that 2011 could be 
quite a difficult year 
for many people. 
Losing jobs and 
seeing services cut is 
the kind of double 
whammy we all 
dread - and sadly it’s 
also the time when 
unscrupulous 
companies, the “loan 
sharks”, try to take 
advantage of the 
situation. 

Well, our church in 
Plumstead is trying 
to do something 
about it. We have set 
up Slade Money 
Matters where 
people from all over 
Greenwich can get 
free advice on how to 
try and avoid getting 
into debt. 

We have a team of 
four fully trained to 
help people develop a 
realistic budget to 
avoid the money 
problems. Our aim is 
to keep them out of 
debt or, if they have 
some debt already, to 
try and make sure it 
doesn’t get any 
worse. 

We have produced a 
daily sheet for people 
to record their 
spending over the 
course of a week - as 
well as their regular 
bills - so that we can 
sit down and discuss 
the overall situation 
with them. 

We get very involved 
in our local 
community and 
believe our Christian 
work includes down- 
to-earth issues like 
these. 

I was a Greenwich 
councillor for 24 
years and twice 
Mayor of Greenwich 
so I know about 


residents’ problems. 
We started Slade 
Money matters in 
September and have 
had some very good 
feedback from 
people. Word of 
mouth is important 
but we also thought 
GT would be a big 
help. 

The scheme looks at 
people’s priorities in 
their spending and 
encourages them to 
pay them first. Then 
it’s often a question 
of delaying other 
expenditure where 
possible so they can 
feel reasonably 
comfortable within 
their budget. 

It’s important to talk 
because a budget is 
something that 
needs to be shared by 
couples. It’s so easy 
for one partner to get 
in debt without 
telling the other. 

We got in touch with 
the excellent 
Christians Against 
Poverty and 
Christian 
Stewardship and 
went on courses to 
do this kind of work. 
As Christians we are 
involved in the 
family and as money 
matters to families 
it’s important that 
we are there to help 
in this difficult area. 
Advice sessions are 
held at the Slade 
Evangelical Church 
in Plumstead on 
Wednesdays 
between 12-1.30pm 
and Thursday 
between 7-8.30pm. 
We ask people to ring

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Council tackles budget shortfall 


GREENWICH Council has 
identified savings of £27.2m 
to meet a shortfall of 
funding caused by 
government cuts - but latest 
government figures 
announced last month show 
that further cuts will be 
required. The cuts are part 
of the government’s 
Provisional Local 
Government Finance 
Settlement. As a result 
government grants to 
Greenwich will be reduced 


by £62m over the next four 
years. On December 14, the 
council’s Cabinet agreed 
budget reductions of 
£21. 4m, which were added 
to a further £5. 8m in 
savings already approved 
last June. The council is 
now having to consider 
further savings and 
efficiencies towards the 
eventual target and will be 
consulting service users in 
a bid to reduce the impact 
on services and the 


voluntary sector. 

The council is basing 
further cuts on core 
principles which include: 

• maintaining the quality 
and efficiency of services 
•keeping Council Tax 
increases to a minimum 

• prioritising front line 
services, particularly for 
children and vulnerable 
adults and 

• maximising efficiencies 
across the council, while 
minimising job losses. 


Council leader Chris 
Roberts said: “The council 
recognises the potential 
turmoil from the Coalition 
Government’s spending 
cuts and will therefore seek 
to conclude the budget 
process within the shortest 
possible timescale.” 

The council has promised 
that consultation with 
service users will inform 
the final decisions.

PEOPLE in Greenwich 
are taking the 
opportunity to help shape 
how the borough will 
look over the next 15 
years. 

Both residents and 
businesses have been having 
their say on the council’s 
Core Strategy plan - the 
document that will be used to 
decide all developments and 
planning applications until 
the year 2027. 

The draft document sets out 
the important planning 
issues facing the borough 
and explains how the council 
proposes to deal with them. 
These include expected high 
levels of new housing and 
supporting the regeneration 
of the borough’s town 
centres. 

A series of exhibitions is 
now taking place where 
people can check out a draft 
of the document, make 
comments and ask questions. 
Six exhibitions have already 
been held around the 
borough, and another five are 
being held over the next few 
weeks until public 
consultation closes on 
February 5. People have been 
able to speak directly to 
council staff about what they 
see as the important 
planning issues for 
Greenwich. 

Council staff also worked 
with secondary school 
students at the recent Y- 
Factor event in Eltham to 


find out what they feel are 
important planning issues 
for young people. These 
included having high-quality 


play areas close to where 
people live, and feeling safe 
in their neighbourhoods. 

The strategy document also 


includes plans to create two 
new urban areas at Charlton 
Riverside and Greenwich 
Peninsula West, plus 
suggestions on how the 
borough can benefit from 
Crossrail and its new 
stations at Woolwich Arsenal 
and Abbey Wood. 

As well as the public 
exhibitions, council officers 
are available to attend 
meetings of community 
groups to explain the plan’s 
implications. Copies of the 
draft plan are available both 
online and at borough 
libraries. 

People’s views will be 
logged and then used to 
adjust the Core Strategy 
plan, which will then be 
published again in the 
Autumn for further 
consultation.

New Year message from the leader of Greenwich Council 


NEW Year is a time for 
resolutions and 
making promises. 

We are of course living 
in difficult times. For 
many, 2010 was a difficult 
year but it seems to me 
all the more important 
that those in charge of 
things ought to be more 
and not less determined 
to keep their resolutions 
and promises and earn 
the faith people place in 
them. 

In 2011, we in 
Greenwich will face 
budget cuts which will in 
the next few years reduce 
our budget by £62m. Our 
police service faces the 
loss of many hard 
working and dedicated 
officers and we can 
expect the same in the 
National Health Service. 
Within the council, we 
will be doing all we can to 
protect the key front-line 
services, while looking 
for every possible 
efficiency in how services 
are provided. 

But we won’t forget our 
promises. 

So, in addition to trying 
to make sure we can keep 
the main roads 
operational during the 
bad weather, I am pleased 
we end this year having 
identified budget savings 
which do not close 
libraries, cut back on 
services to our elderly, or 
undermine the protection 
of children thought to be 
at risk. 

For the first time in a 
quarter century, we have 
also built and let new 
family homes for council 
tenants. A major concern 
going forward is how we 
protect what remains a 
scarce resource for our 
own Greenwich residents 
and their children. 
Changes to housing

heading to places like 
Greenwich, in need of a 
school place, a council 
home and who knows 
whatever additional 
public services. 

Boroughs like

Yet in Greenwich, 
despite these enormous 
challenges I believe the 
work that we have done 
over recent years with 
public and private sector 
partners puts us in a 
stronger position than 
many.

at Eltham Hill College, 
while in the autumn two 
fully rebuilt secondary 
schools, at Thomas Tallis 
and Crown Woods, will 
open.

THE thunderous beat of hundreds of 
drums pounded through Eltham Hill 
Technology College on the last day 
of term. 

A special assembly marked the signing 
of the contract to rebuild the school and 
staff, students and governors armed with 
1,200 African drums, sounded a rhythm to 
‘drum out the old and drum in the new’. 

The whole school gathered over 
lunchtime on December 16 to celebrate 
the milestone event at the school in 
Eltham Hill. 

Earlier in the day, all 900 girls in the 
school had been taught to play different 
types of drums by musicians from the 
Drum Cafe UK, which runs team-building 
events. 

The first phase of the rebuilding project, 
which is being funded through the 
government’s Building Schools for the 
Future (BSF) programme, is about to get 
underway. 

Madeleine Griffin, principal of Eltham 
Hill, told GT: “We are very excited that 
after all the detailed planning, 
consultation and design, we will soon see 
a new state-of-the-art, 21st Century, 
learning environment begin to take 
shape for our students and the local 
community.” 

Cllr Jackie Smith, Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for children and young 
people, said: “The school community is 
understandably excited at the start of

work and I know Eltham Hill can look 
forward to a positive future. The benefits 
will not just be for staff and students, but 
also for the local community, who will 
enjoy access to many of the new facilities 
that are being built.” 

The project involves the full 
refurbishment of the original 1920s 
school plus three new buildings. There 
will also be a new sports pitch, 
landscaping and car parking. It means 
the school will also be able to offer a 
mixed post-16 teaching programme for 
150 students and develop specialist 
language teaching. 

The school site includes a Grade II listed 
wall and garden pavilion and the new 
design integrates these into the 
pedestrian entrance, creating a new 
garden, which will be known as the Van 
Dyke Garden. 

All of the school grounds and at least a 
third of the new school buildings will be 
made available for use by the local 
community. These include the main hall, 
the sports block and the Learning 


Resource areas in the main teaching 
block. 

Greenwich Council’s Planning Board 
approved the rebuilding scheme at a 
meeting in July. The building work will 
be carried out in two phases. The first will 
prepare for the new building at the front 
of the school, which is currently the staff 
car park and entrance area. Following 
this, the existing buildings in the north 
east corner of the site close will be 
demolished to leave space for the new 
main school building and the new sports 
hall. The existing school will continue to 
be used while this is being done. 

Once finished, the whole school will 
move into the two new buildings, while 
the second phase involving demolition 
work and refurbishment of the 1920s 
building gets underway. In all, three- 
quarters of the school’s accommodation 
will be brand new, while a quarter will be 
in existing buildings that have been 
updated. The entire project is expected to 
be finished by summer 2013. 

• Eltham Hill is one of five BSF 
schemes are taking place at secondary 
school in the borough. The rebuilding 
projects of Thomas Tallis in Kidbrooke 
and Crown Woods in Eltham are both 
underway, and due for completion in 
Autumn 2011. The refurbishment of 
Plumstead Manor began in November. 
Details of the scheme to partially 
rebuild The John Roan are still being 
finalised.

A NEW system that will 
change the way disabled and 
older people receive 
equipment is being launched 
this month. 

The new Transforming 
Community Equipment Services 
(TCES) system, a joint project 
between Greenwich Council and 
NHS Greenwich, will involve the 
issue of prescriptions that can be 
exchanged for small aids such as 
grab rails and raised toilet seats 
that help disabled and older people 
maintain their independence. 

Under the new system, an 
assessor will issue a prescription 
for equipment which can be taken 
to a range of accredited shops and 
chemists across the borough. 

It means the elderly or disabled 
client can choose whatever 
equipment is most suitable for 
them, and whatever they choose 
will become their property. 

The procedure for the more 
complex, larger items such as 
walking frames and special 
mattresses will remain the same. 

People who do not receive 
council support will also still be 
able to purchase equipment 
through the accredited retailers, 
saving time and providing them 
with access to nationally 
accredited equipment. 

The new system is part of a 
bigger London-wide strategy 
designed to change the way social 
care is provided. 

The wider scheme, known as 
“Choice and Control” in 
Greenwich, is currently being 
piloted by Greenwich Council and 
NHS Greenwich will provide an 
alternative to the council’s 
traditional method of deciding 
what level of support people need 
and then providing that support. 

Instead, people will now have the 
option to manage their own 
budget or alternatively, have

someone manage it for them. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
health, adults and older people, 
said: “The idea behind the whole 
“Choice and Control” scheme is 
that the people involved are the 
best ones to decide the services 
they receive. It gives them a sense 
of ownership and an opportunity 
to be involved in choosing exactly 
what will help them to live the 
way they want. The TCES model 
is another part of that 
commitment, giving users the 
opportunity to select and own a 
product that they feel benefits 
them the most.” 

Seventy-seven year-old Dorothy 
Hadley is partially sighted and 
hard of hearing. The grandma of 


15 and great-grandma of five has 
lived in her Greenwich home for 
58 years. 

“I have handrails in the kitchen, 
in the passage and up the stairs as 
well as a raised chair in the living 
room and a raised toilet seat,” Mrs 
Hadley told GT. 

She added: “I get prescriptions 
for the medicine I need so it’s a 
good idea to get them for the 
equipment I need.”

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TfL funding boost for Greenwich town centres 


IMPROVING and revitalising the 
borough’s town centres is the main 
priority for Greenwich Council which 
has been awarded nearly £4m from 
Transport for London. 

It’s being allocated from a Transport 
for London budget of £146m to fund 
improvements to town centres, public 
spaces, new cycling facilities, safer 
roads and measures to smooth traffic 
flow. But local councils have been given 
the flexibility to prioritise projects 
according to local need. 

Greenwich is concentrating its 
spending on improvements to 
Woolwich, Greenwich and Eltham town 
centres. 

A sum of £3,066,000 has been 
allocated to encourage walking and 
cycling and smoothing traffic flow. 


Also £175,000 will be used for the 
promotion of sustainable and safe 
travel in schools as well as highway 
safety improvement works; while 
£123,000 has been earmarked to 
promote cycling in the borough, 
including cycle route improvements 
and cycle safety training. 

The projects follow a series of 
improvements designed to make life 
easier and safer for drivers and 
pedestrians in Eltham High street, 
which were agreed by the council’s 
highways committee at a meeting on 
December 16. 

Work on the £380,000 package of 
improvements funded by TfL is set to 
start soon and include: 

• an anti skid surface at the junction 
of Well Hall Road and the High Street 


• better road markings, pedestrian 
crossings and traffic light sequences 

• improved lighting along Philipot 
Path and upgraded pavements on the 
High Street 

• the removal of some ‘street 
furniture’ and signage to cut down on 
High Street clutter and 

• the removal of guard rails which 
make it difficult for passengers to get 
in and out of cars. 

Patrick O’Sullivan, chair of the 
Eltham Town centre Partnership, which 
was consulted, said: “We are delighted 
with the work done by the council to 
make Eltham High Street, a safer 
environment for motorists and 
pedestrians alike. 

“The effort to de-clutter the High 
Street by removing unnecessary 


railings and posts immediately makes 
the shop fronts stand out, and makes it 
easier and safer for drivers and 
passengers to get from their car to the 
pavement.” 

He added: “Crossings in the street have 
been much improved, which will 
hopefully add to the positive experience 
of shopping in Eltham High Street.” 

Cllr Denise Hyland Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for highways 
said: “The council has been working 
closely with local organisations to 
draw up a number of traffic and 
highway improvements in Eltham. 
“This further funding from TfL enables 
us to make additional improvements to 
our town centres, make our roads safer 
and provide better cycling facilities.”

APPLICATIONS for children 
starting primary school in 
September must be made by 
January 15. 

Parents are being reminded of 
the deadline by Greenwich 
Council and the Pan London 
Admissions Board which is now 
co-ordinating the allocation of 
primary school places. 

All parents needing a primary 
school place for their child must 
apply, including those with an 
older child already at primary 
school and those whose child 
attends a nursery class in a 
primary school. 

These parents will be the first to 
use the Pan-London Admissions 
System to apply for a primary 
school place. The London-wide 
scheme has been used to allocate 
secondary school places since 2005. 

Parents will complete a single 


application form even if they are 
applying to primary schools in 
more than one borough. They may 
list up to six schools in order of 
preference and must return the 
form to the council where they live. 

Parents can send an application 
by post but are recommended to 
apply online. For online 
applications, they will need to 
register at 

www.eadmissions.org.uk and 
create a password. Some of the 
benefits of applying online are: 
•The online system is open until 
the closing date of January 15 2011 
and is available 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week 

• It is secure, quick and easy to use 

• There is no risk from delays or 
your application being lost in the 
post due to adverse weather 
conditions or other reasons

confirmation that your application

• You can see the result of your 
application earlier than if you 
applied on paper. 

Eligibility for a place at each 
school applied for will be 
considered separately using the 
published oversubscription 
criteria. 

If a child is eligible for a place at 
more than one school, the local 
authority will offer whichever of 
these was listed as a higher 
preference by parents. 

There will be one London-wide 
offer day on April 4 when all 
parents will be sent the outcome of 
their application.

G REENWICH is up there with the 
best of them in bringing its 
council housing stock up to higher 
standards. It is expected that 22,500 
council homes in Greenwich will have 
been brought up to the Decent Homes 
standard by the end of the year at a cost of 
more than £200 million. 

The Decent Homes programme is a national 
scheme that aims to improve living standards 
in council homes by upgrading facilities and 
carrying out repairs. 

In close consultation with residents, 
Greenwich Council has concentrated on 
renewing roofs, kitchens, windows, central 
heating systems and providing extra 
insulation. So far, 7,700 new boilers, 13,300 new 
kitchens and 4,300 new roofs have been fitted. 

A total of 8,700 homes have had their 
windows replaced and many have been fitted 
with better insulation, new wiring and 
guttering. 

Work is progressing but more than 80% of 
the council housing stock is now meeting the 
Decent Homes standard and Greenwich is 
among the top London boroughs for bringing 
its housing stock up to a Decent Homes 
standard. 

Cllr Steve Offord, Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for housing, told GT: “We are 

R ESIDENTS whose homes have been 
given a professional makeover under 
the council’s Decent Homes scheme say 
they can hardly believe the difference it has 
made to their lives. 

Grandmother Patricia Bagho’s one-bedroom 
flat in Kingsman Street, Woolwich, was given 
a new kitchen with fitted units, sink and 
taps, and new wiring, radiators and tiled 
flooring.

Retired midwife Patricia, who came to the UK 
from Nigeria in 1959, was so enthusiastic that 
a friend gave her a colourful tea-towel printed 
with a prayer dedicated to her kitchen.

Myriam Ojeda has set up a 
program of dance classes in 
West Greenwich, but admits 
that there is more to it than 
just learning the steps of the 
passionate South American 
discipline. 

She told Scene : “We have 
received funding for a project 
where we will train people for 
12 weeks, in not only 
choreography and dancing, 
but also to produce their own 
costumes and sets for the 
performance.”

Chop chop for 
Kid remake 


WHEN the lead character of 
a film called The Karate Kid 
says that "Kung Fu is 
everything”, you know you’re 
in trouble. Throw in pint-sized hero, 
Dre Parker (Jaden Smith) and an 
aging martial arts expert, Mr Han 
(Jackie Chan) and you have a recipe 
for disaster. Or do you? 

My own children grew up with the 
1 984 original of the same name. We 
listened attentively to Mr Miyagi’s 
words of wisdom and we were 
charmed by Ralph Macchio’s naive 
innocence. So I looked for the cracks 
wanting this to fail to preserve our 
own memories; Smith only got the role 
because of his father Will Smith, 
surely - and anyway he’s too small to 
play the part. How could Jackie Chan 
play a serious role, I thought? But I 
was wrong: both leads rose to the 
occasion. 

Chan is a revelation, virtually 
unrecognisable as the tired and worn 
maintenance man. Emotionally 
wrecked by the loss of his family, he 
hides himself away, endlessly building 
and rebuilding his car, like Sisyphus 
and his rock. Gradually he is coaxed 
back to his true self by his pupil, one 
late night training scene particularly 
touching. But it takes two to tango and 
Smith also impresses. Seemingly 
undaunted by the sheer scale of his 
role (he is in almost every scene) he 
rides a roller-coaster of emotions. 
Anger and resentfulness at his forced 
relocation to China (his mother having 
been expatriated) soon turns to fear as 
he is relentlessly pursued and 
intimidated by the school bullies, 
fiercely led by “no mercy" Chang 
(Wang Zhenwei). 

Finally he cracks and turns to Mr Han 
for help. Han, in one of many scenes 
reminiscent of the original, asks 
Parker to take off his jacket only to tell 
him to put it straight back on again. 
After endlessly repeating this 
seemingly futile task, Han suddenly 
attacks him and Parker finally realises 
the importance of flexibility of arm and 
swiftness of hand. Thereupon, they 
begin a training regime - far beyond 
the wildest nightmares of Rocky 
Balboa - a regime that involves 
shower curtains, brooms, bamboo 
canes, the Great Wall of China and last 
but not least, a king cobra. 

Harald Zwart directs powerfully with 
stunning images of Beijing and rural 
China, a modern score and Parker’s 
gentle friendship with violin-playing 
Mei Ying (Wen Wen Han) 
complementing the obvious on-screen 
chemistry between Smith and Chan. 
The tournament finale, while 
somewhat predictable, is cleverly 
filmed with some stunning sequences. 
Karate or Kung Fu? They are one and 
the same. 

Verdict: 

A rare treasure and a worthwhile 
remake. Look out for the sequels.

Catfish is the latest independent film making waves in a notoriously 


INDEPENDENT films are 
k R | mixed bag. On the one hand 

^ i original, stimulating and 
thought provoking, on the 
other they can be self 
indulgent, disjointed and poorly scripted. 
The best examples make us look at the 
world in a way which paid-up Hollywood 
stooges never could, with skewed insight 
on a range of niche and often 
uncomfortable subjects which Saturday 
night popcorn proles would rather not 
entertain. 

The less successful ones, however, leave all 
but the most deluded chin-scratchers 
hankering for a tangible storyline and the 
flash of the exit signs. 

So while there may be the faint whiff of 
self-satisfaction emanating from the 
hushed auditoriums of Indie flick-houses 
up and down the country, the film industry 
would be a bland place indeed if all that 
was on offer were the latest churnings 
from the USA. 

Of course Hollywood isn’t threatened by 
the Indies - why would it be? If a good’n 
comes along all it need do is buy the rights 
and remake it: dumb it down, scrub the 
subtitles and add a crass leading man from 
Tinsel Town a la Vanilla Sky. 

There are very few examples that make the 
leap on their own - The Blair Witch Project 
is among just a handful of low budget 
offerings that have made big box office 
from a limited outlay. 

Since its release over a decade ago there 
has been a raft of super-real, handy- 
cammed efforts made on a shoestring, and 
as such Catfish (screened at local indie- 
champions, The Greenwich Picturehouse), 
had missed the boat. 

Grabbing the Zeitgeist by the whiskers, the 
film was part Social Network, part Blair 
Witch - a melting pot of Facebook 
voyeurism and shaky POV camerawork. 
Though purporting to be a factual

documentary, the movie had been 
slammed by critics who thought it seemed 
more than a little staged.

19-year-old sister that it starts to get 
interesting. He’s in love. She could be the 
one, he thinks. 

As it turns out, spoiler fans, he’s been had. 
As the grim realisation dawns on Yaniv 
that he’s been chatted up by a delusional, 
mentally unstable middle-aged mom from 
the Midwest, he and his brother decide to 
drive across the country to ‘get to the 
bottom of it’. Or to get their own back, 
possibly... Hang on a minute, isn’t this just 
glorified stalking? 

Maybe we’re more cynical over this side of 
the pond, but it’d be a gullible movie-goer 
who’d believe this neatly -buttressed yarn 
didn’t have a script- writer’s grubby paw 
print anywhere on its carcass.

WHAT a year 2010 was for 
I technology. In a short twelve 
months we saw story after story on 
the changing landscape of 
technology. From the iPad to Kinect we saw 
everyday devices taken well and truly into 
futuristic terms. On the web we witnessed 
Twitter grow fold over fold, while Facebook 
became the size of a nation and its founder 
won Time magazine’s Person of the Year 
award. 

At the beginning of 2010 I wouldn’t have been 
able to predict what was going to happen in 
the following twelve months, but that’s not 
going to stop me from doing it for the coming 
year. 

I suspect that 201 1 won’t have the same wow 
factor that 2010 held, instead we’ll see 
existing technology entering the limelight to 
a greater degree. The two obvious ones here 
are Blu-Ray and 3D. I doubt we’ll see Blu- 
Ray start to outsell DVDs, but the price of 
titles will drop further and DVD players will 
also enter the cheap price range. When it 
comes to 3D TVs, again there will be a sharp

We’ll also 
see whether Microsoft’s new Windows Phone 
7 will gain them any ground in the very 
competitive smartphone market. As for 
Apple and RIM (Blackberry), what they’re 
going to do is anybody’s guess - RIM does 
seem a bit too focussed on its Playbook 
tablet device though.

Great importance 

Greenwich Playhouse gives one of Oscar Wilde’s lesser known plays a 
facelift which ensures it stands the test of time, says Alex James 


WHILE it may be regarded in less than great 
esteem when compared with Oscar Wilde’s 
other plays, A Woman Of No 

Importance certainly feels 
like it deserves more 
recognition than it has 
earned. 
Fortraditional 
theatre to still 
entertain audiences 
in the age of 
stunning special 
% effects, bursts of 
action and 
surround sound 
is testament to the 
impact and the 
sheer superlative 
of the writer. 

Galleon Theatre Company’s 
production was updated to a 
1950s setting in order 
to bring the 
play out 
into 


more contemporary ground, moreover 
showcasing, as director Bruce Jamieson 
states, “the final decade where women were 
seen to be less equal than men". The play 
reflects the cusp of liberalism and signposts 
the growing consciousness of gender 
around the era. The times were indeed a- 
changing. 

New setting aside, there’s little change or a 
fresh angle to speak of, and the play is firmly 
rooted to the prose of Wilde, reliant on his 
wit and deeply satirical humour which still 
brings laughter with sublime ease. The first 
part demonstrates the playwright at his 
most wily as he picks holes in the indulgent, 
superficial nature of the upper 
classes and the use of marriage 
as a social tool. The cast 
appeared set in the mould and 
presented a faultless display 
of acting, besidesan under- 
nurtured American accent 
which of all things stood out, but 
perhaps I’m nitpicking asthere 
was little else to detract from 
the performances. A heady 
Kevin Marchant (Lord 
Illingworth) in 
particular played a 
sterling role; his stage 
presence was that of an 
actor with a huge 
amount of confidence. 
Kath Perry as Lady 
Hunstanton and Olivia 
Hill as Mrs. 
Allonby both 
made a spectacle 
whilst the 
beautiful Darrie 
Gardner (Lady 
Caroline) 
articulated 
majestically. 
The second 


part is where the play becomes more 
serious: Being much shorter than the first it 
is an act of attrition, some of the leading 
characters are lost and the play hones in on 
the dramatic dispute between the two 
parties involved in the birth of an illegitimate 
child and the consequences thereof. Wilde 
supportsthe cause of motherhood against 
the unforgiving society of the time, and calls 
into question the extreme indulgent lifestyle 
of pleasure which he himself was caught up 
in. The father, Lord Illingworth, has indulged 
in a life of pleasure and relative freedom at 
the expense of his son’s upbringing whilst 
Mary Lincoln (Mrs. Arbuthnot), the mother, 
has been deprived of a life of indulgence 
which is the ‘price’ she must pay by being 
bound to challenge of raising her offspring 
alone. Both characters are superbly 
juxtaposed and the dynamic on stage is 
enthralling. As with the complexities of real 
life the characters are well layered and 
weaved intricately into the plot with 
foresight and are brilliantly directed. There 
are years left in Wilde’s plays and I doubt 
very few have been performed as well as 
this one at the 
Greenwich 
Playhouse.

The new owners are Tony 
Jimenez, an international 
property developer, and lawyer 
and businessman Michael 
Slater. 

The club sent out this 
statement on New Year’s Eve: 
“Baton 2010 Limited, the parent 
company which owns Charlton 
Athletic Football Company 
Limited and Charlton Athletic 
Holdings Limited, today 
announced the sale of Baton to 
CAFC Holdings Limited 
(CAFCH), a company managed 
and controlled in Switzerland. 

“CAFCH is owned and 
controlled by Tony Jimenez, an 
international property 

developer, and Michael Slater, a 
lawyer and businessman.” 

Slater becomes a director and 
chairman of Baton, Charlton 
Athletic Football Company 
Limited (CAFC) and Charlton 


Athletic Holdings Limited 
(CAHL) immediately in place of 
Richard Murray, who will 
remain a director of all three 
companies. 

The other directors of Baton, 
CAFC and CAHL will be Peter 
Varney, Stephen Kavanagh and 
Jimenez.
